The Lights on the Jlraivbridgo Were All 


night For the Train to fans Over, l>nt 
the Engineer Discovered Too Late That 
It \Vii3 Standing Wide Open, Over tlio 
Water. 


Chicago, June 
IS.—A northbound 


suburban train on the 'Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad ran into 
the Chicago river at Kinsie street. Six 
men were hurt, but it is not expected 
that auj' of them will die. 


Following is a list o£ the injured: 


Elmer Goshorn, brakemau; Frank G. 
Cleveland, engineer; William F. Ste- 
vens, fireman; George Upchurch, pas- 
senger, 1C. M. Merkely and an unknown 
man. 


The train, which consisted of the en- 


gine and two cars, the flrst being a 
combination smoking and baggage car, 
and the second a regular passenger 
coach, left the depot at 0:50 and five 
minutes later the engine and flrst car 
were under the surface of the Chicago 
river. 


The railroad crosses the river 
at 


Kiusie street, which is not over one- 
quarter of a mile north of tho depot, 
and the train was consequently moving 
slowly. 
But for this fact the entire 


train must have gone into the river 
and the loss of Ilile would have beep 
heavy, as the passenger coach, which 
did 7101 go in, contained about 30 pas^ 
gangers. 


The trains always stop an instant 


before going upon the bridge, and En- 
gineer Cleveland came tc a stop about 
200 feet south of 
the bridge. 
Tho 


lights were all right, signalling that 
the draw was closed, and he started 
up again . 


In a minute he saw through the 


darkness the shape of the bridge Stand- 
ing open and made desperate efforts to 
stop the train. It was too lat.e. how- 
ever, and the engine plunged into the 
open draw dragging with it the first 
car.

It was de- 
livered into the hands of Secretary 
John Sherman by Joseph 
H-eleluhe, 


representing the native Hawaiians, 
duly commissioned by two of their pa- 
triotic leagues. Mr. Heleluhe was ac- 
companied by Captain Julius- Palmer, 
the American secretary of LUiuokalanl. 
Mr. Sherman treated the bearers most 
courteously, but gave no indications of 
his action in the matter. 


The protest in part is as follows: 
I, Lilloukalanl of Hawaii, by tbo will of 


God named heir apparent on the tenth day 
of April, A. D. 1S7T, and by the strace of 
God Queen o£ the Hawaiian Islands on the 
17th day of January, A. D. 1S93, do here- 
by protest 
against the 
ratification 
of a.

•n-lth the assurance that the case was re- 
ferred to the United States for arbitration. 


Becauao, that protest and my communica- 


tions to the United Status government Im- 
mediately thereafter expressly declares that 
1 yielded my authority to the forces of the 
United Stilte-s in order to avoid bloodshed 
end because I recognized the futility of a 
conflict with so formidable a power. 


Because, my people, about 40,000 iu nurn- 


ter, have in no way been consulted by 
those, 3,000 In number, who claim the right 
to destroy the Independence of Hawaii.

clvlb rights of my people, but further the 
hereditary property of their chiefs.

4,000,000 acres comprising

constitutional monarch subject to a control 
In not way differing from other items of a 
private estate.

claiming at this time the right to cede said 
territory of Hawaii, the government of the 
United States receives such territory from

Then death may be pre- 
fiumed under the act of March 13, 189G, 
making seven years' absence from 
home a presumption of death.

Bladen, O., June 14, 1897. 


To the Surviving Members of the 33d 


O. V. I, who meet at Ghillicotho, O., 
the 16th and 16th. 
My Dear Comrades:—With a sad 


heart I must inform you that I cannot 
be with you at onr tenth annual reun- 
ion. .No one' could regret this more 
than I, but the long-ooutinued and seri- 
ous illness of my wife bars me from 
leaving her bedside at present. My 
own health is exceedingly poor, and 
I am marching to final roll call with 
rapid strides. 
But that don't keep me 


away. 
I could make the trip by using 


, two canes, and when onoe there the 


meeting of the "old boys" would so en- 
thuse me that I soon would feel young 
again, although I am over sixty-four 
years old. I leel—I know—I am misa- 
ing^a] grand, patriotic lovo-feaat, to be 
held at the historic and patriotic city 
of Ohillioothe, the home of our beloved 
first commander, Col. J. W. Sill, whose 
untimely death at Stone River sad- 
dened our every heart. I would like to 
be with you; my old comrades, when 
yon visit the cemetery 
and view 


the last resting plaoe on earth of our 
heroic old commander. 
But, although 


dead for mote than a third of a cen- 
tury, his memory remains green in the 
heart of every survivor of his gallant 
regiment, and although his death was 
so sad to us, it served in return to 
nerve our strong right arms to deeds of 


i valor and heroism on many a hard- 


contested field, and many of those 
whom he loved so well, and who in re- 
turn loved him so \\ell, did what he 
had done at Stone River on other battle- 
fields—gave up their lives that onr 
government should live. 
One hundred 


and seventeon followed their old com- 
rade's example and were killed on the 
field of battle. 
This does not include 


the many who died of their wounds in 
hospitals or elsewhere, or in prison 
pens, who lingering lay until death re- 
lieved them of their suffering, or those 
who died of disease in hospitals or 
elsewhere during or since the close of 
the war. 
There is nothing more mete 


or proper than for the old survivors of 
that struggle to meet annually, or 
oftener, and talk over what we saw 
.and felt in the dark days, from 1S61 to 
'65. 
These were days that tried men's 


souls and revealed to the civilized 
world what American patriotism and 
. love of country was. WB fought no 
mercenary foe, but onr own Anglo- 
Saxon race—men of equal valor—but 
who fonght for a wrong cause, now 
known as the "lost cause." Our conn- 
try had long been known as the "Home 
of the Brave." 
Since the end of that 


teriible struggle it has also been known 
as "The Land of the Free," aud will 
be to the end of time. 


Now, my dear old comrades, I will 


close this letter 
to you. I 
am 


feeble and my eye-sight is growing 
very dim. 
But, let me say to yon, I 


thank God that I was one of you. 
I 


love yon all with trno comradeship, 
begot on honor's field. This is not 
merely an assertion from my lips, but 
it is from the heart and soul. 
The 


kindness and high regards you have all 
shown for me, I prize more highly tban 
I would wealth or much fine gold, 
am also so glad that all tho other brave 
and good mon that had tho bonor of 
commanding yon received the snine 
kind treatment at your hands, and no 
doubt they fully appreciate yonr kind- 
neas and respect.

Wooster, O., June IS.—Rev. Dr. S. F. 


Scovel, for a long time president of 
Wooster university, tendered his resig- 
nation as a result of a disagreement 
between himself and the faculty. Last 
winter the faculty adopted a resolution 
to the effect that class day exercises 
must be held in the college gym- 
nasium.

for the exercises iu the opera house. 
It was announced a clay or two since 
that if the program was carried out, no 
diplomas would be awarded.

a promise from the 
faculty that it 


.would bear the expense to which the 
Class had been put. 


At a meeting of -the faculty a resolu- 


tion providing for a more liberal pol- 
icy toward the class in the future was 
proposed. Dr. Scovel said if the reso- 
lution was adopted he would resign. 
Several members of t)he faculty said 
they would resign if the resolution was 
not adopted.

and Dr. Scovel kept his word by tcn- 
d-ering his resignation to take 
effect 


vi-thin a year.

Fred Heisel, policeman in the Fourth 


ward, has been suspended by Mayor 
Glidden, pending an investigation 
charges against him by the city coun- 
cil..Mr. Heisel-was notified of his sus- 
pension yesterday evening after supper, 
when with the other policemen ho re: 
ported to Marsahl Schmitt before going 
on duty. The mayor then called him 
up,! took his badge and club and told 
him • to consider himself 
suspended. 


Heisel demanded to know what charges 
were against him, but was told that he 
would know in due course of time. 
He was advised to resign and prevent 
publicity. Heisel declined to do this. 
The mayor appointed Henry Uhl, of 
the reserve watch, to serve in Heieel's 
placa. 


The suspended policeman hustled up 


to the council chamber and told the 
police committee of the matter. 
They 


told him to go ahead and serve any 
way, in spite of the mayor, that he had 
no right to suspend! him. Accordingly, 
Heisel went on duty. 
So there were 


two policemen in the Fourth ward last 
night. 


The aotion of this committee is 


another instance of councilmanio im- 
becility. The statutes plainly say that 
the mayor, for iucompetency, .neglect 
of duties, etc., shall jraapend a police- 
man and lay the matter before conn- 
oil at the nest regular meeting. 
It 


does not make it necessary to inform 
the suspended" officer at once. 
The 


policeman, while suspended, shall not 
dra\y any pay. 


It; is understood that the charges 


against Heisel are of a very serious na- 
ture. He is accused of neglecting his 
duty and of being intoxicated on duty. 
There are also charges of irregularity 
of conduct in matters in which certain 


' houses of ill-fame are concerned. These 


charges were so serious 
that 
the 


mayor considered it bis duty to suspend 
the officer.. IE he can clear bis skirts, 
he will be reinstated by council.
